It 
seem s absurd to continue ¡.ny 
policy of taxation that does not meet 
the demands of the time or serve tin 
purpose, simply because it was once 
the rule of the state. 
Without further argument in favor 
1 of the general principle, it needs only 
to be said that voting for the taxa­ 
tion amendment simply passes it up to 
the legislature 
for 
some .equitable 
plan to be provided. 
If the people of 
Ohio cannot trust their legislature w»th 
enacting some 
righteous, equitable, 
workable plan of raising taxes, they 
ought not to trust the legislature with 
any matter. 
There is no more reason 
for charging the legislature with go­ 
ing wrong in this case than with all 
other matters that will come before it. 
Ohio farmers can be assured ot one 
thing, however, that no plan of taxa 
tion can be proposed or adopted 4hat 
will make things 
harder for taem. 
They have been the butt of a hard 
proposition all aloug. 
If they are in 
debt and need to borrow money, they 
not only pay taxes on their proj.orty 
but if the man who owns 
the mort­ 
gage pays taxes at the usual rate he 
is certain to charge them additional 
interest, so as to cover . both taxes 
and a legitimate interest on the money 


lie has loaned. 
In this respect the 
farmer reallv 
pays for double taxation. 
He pays on 
his property in the first place, pan of 
which he does not own, and he pays 
on the property or the money that he 
borrows. 
It Is an injustice to dim, 
and it ought to be remedied. 
If the 
tax amendment is carried it is ce-tain 
to bring relief in this respect, and it 
will be to the farmer’s advantage and 
profit. 
About the best 
thing 
tne 
farmer can do In the next two or 
three weeks is to pull off his coa.and 
work for the adoption of this amend­ 
ment.—Prof. C. W. Burkett, Editorial
